Six  samples  of  water  from  the  tovm  main  v/ere  examined  during 
the  year?  these  being  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  one  sample 
v/ith  a  bacterial  count  of  140  per  c.c.  This  was  probably  due  to  the 
use  of  an  anti-splash  filerp  a  repeat  sample  being  found  satisfactory. 

Sanitary  Inspection. 


I  have  had  a  complete  report  from  the  Sanitary  Inspect or j  Mr. 
Thurman^  as  in  former  years^  but  as  this  is  not  required  I  do  not 
think  ft  is  necessary  to  amplify  any  .further  beyond  stating  that  2335 
visits  and  inspections  v/ere  made  as  compared  with  4176  in  1938*
